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^  NOTHER  year  has  passed  and  gone,  and  the  Abigail  Free 
^^  School  and  Kindergarten  appears  once  more  before  the 
public,  to  render  an  account  of  the  good  that  has  been  done 
through  its  instrumentality  "In  His  Name." 

We  have  moved  during  the  year  to  quarters  better  adapted 
for  our  work;  though  this  has  entailed  upon  us  a  great  deal  of 
expense,  yet  we  feel  that  the  change  has  been  a  good  one  and 
has  well  warranted  fche  extra  obligations  incurred  by  us. 

Our  school  has  been  well  attended,  our  attendance  in  fact 
has  almost  doubled  under  the  change  of  locality. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  patrons  for  the  punctual  generosity 
with  which  they  have  supported  us  in  their  contributions. 

We  feel  that  our  circle  of  patrons  should  be  enlarged,  and 
we  take  this  opportunity  to  appeal  to  the  charitable  to  come 
forward  and  help  us  to  continue  to  carry  on  this  grand  ground- 
work of  evangelization  and  civilization. 

Our  work  is  of  the  most  radical  nature,  for  we  touch  and 
mould  to  a  useful  life  the  child  in  the  most  tender  years,  when 
it  appeals  to  us  in  its  helpless  position  to  supply  that  of  which 
it  has  not  through  its  own  fault  been  deprived,  that  domestic 
education,  which  is  the  ground-work  of  all  that  is  to  be  good 
in  man  and  woman. 

The  Master,  who  sees  our  eflforts,  will  in  due  season 
duly  show  His  marked  appreciation  of  the  efforts  that  are 
made  by  our  patrons  and  friends,  and  we  most  respectfully 
submit  our  report  to  the  readers  with  the  hope  that  they  will 
join  us  to  carry  on  this  work  so  highly  recommended  by  Him 
in  His  Word.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  GENERAL  MANAGER. 

We  have  during  the  year  been  obliged  to  move  from  our 
former  place,  164  West  Houston  Street,  to  our  much  improved 
quarters. 

The  breaking  up,  moving  and  fitting  out  the  new  place  has 
cost  a  good  deal  of  money,  and  is  responsible  for  the  deficit 
shown  by  our  Treasurer. 

Last  Fall  we  arranged  for  an  entertainment  to  be  given  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school,  but  through  the  bad  management  of 
the  parties  who  had  taken  charge  of  the  same,  we  realized  so 
far  only  the  small  amount  of  $19.00. 

The  Board  of  Health  compelled  us  last  Fall  to  make  some 
improvements,  which  caused  an  expense  of  $116.31,  unfortu- 
nately helping  to  increase  our  troubles. 

Otherwise,  this  has  been  a  blessed  year,  we  have  accom- 
plished more  work  than  ever.  All  our  different  departments 
have  been  well  attended.  We  firmly  believe  that  a  noble  work 
has  been  done  in  civilizing,  christianizing  and  americanizing 
the  many  little  ones  that  have  come  under  our  care. 

Owing  to  our  exchequer  being  more  limited  this  3'-ear  than 
last,  we  had  to  forego  a  general  and  elaborate  Christmas  cele- 
bration this  year ;  we  have  confined  ourselves  to  providing  a 
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seasonable  cheer  to  120  of  our  cliildren  who  have  been  regular 
attendants  at  Praise  Meetings  and  at  Sunday-school,  using  for 
this  means  money  especially  donated  for  that  purpose. 

For  good  reasons  we  have  given  up  our  work  for  boys  in 
outside  Missions,  and  have  confined  ourselves  strictly  to  home- 
work, and  the  Lord  be  praised,  we  have  had  our  hands  full. 

Expenses  connected  with  outside-work  were  telling  upon 
our  funds,  nobody  ever  even  thought  of  reimbursing  our  boys 
for  outlays  connected  with  such  work.  Also,  at  some  places 
our  boys  were  requested  to  prolong  their  meetings  to  unseason- 
able hours  ;  we  hold  that  regularity  in  hours  must  not  only  be 
preached,  but  also  practiced. 

One  point,  however,  we  have  gained  by  our  boys  outside 
work,  we  have  taught  people  engaged  in  mission- work  the 
feasibility  and  possibility  of  carrying  on  moderate  mission 
work  among  boys  of  the  most  depraved  classes  with  good 
effect  as  to  their  morals  and  spiritual  condition. 

Baracha  Mission  Thirty -one  meetings  were  held  for  boys 
only,  with  an  average  attendance  of  56,  under  the  leadership 
of    two  of  our  boys,  John  Lulirs   and  Thomas  McDonald. 

House  of  the  Lord's  Mission. — Here  17  meetings  were  held 
with  an  average  attendance  of  61. 

Tenth  Avenue  Mission  and  53d  Street,  12  meetings  with  an 
average  attendance  of  35. 

These  outside  missions  were  discontinued  after  manifestly 
proving  to  people  that  boys  can  be  handled  by  boys  with  a 
moderate  allowance  of  good  judgment  and  trust  in  the  Lord. 

The  seed  sown  in  these  places  will  spring  up  and  grow  to 
such  proportions  as  a  due  maturing  of  our  plans  will  call  forth. 

Ninety-seven  Praise  Meetings  were  held  at  our  School 
at  which  7,291,  children  of  both  sexes  attended. 

Forty-nine  sessions  of  our  preparatory  Sunday-school 
were  held,  at  which  2,840  children  attended. 

Our  Kindergarten  or  Infant  Department  has  been  at- 
tended by  1,680  children;  the  afternoon  sessions  by  723  of  the 
older  children  who  attend  public  school. 

This  shows  that  during  the  year  about  2,000  children  have 
come  under  our  care,  almost  double  the  amount  of  children  of 
any  past  year. 

The  work  is  certainly  growing,  and  our  capabilities  as  to 
room  and  funds  are  very  severely  taxed. 
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The  harvest  will  be  great,  and  generations  to  come  will  bless 
the  efforts  that  are  made  now. 

During  the  year,  257  of  our  children  of  the  ages  ranging 
bttween  5  and  11  years  have  enjoyed  a  ten  days  outing  at  the 
Christian  Herald's  Children's  Home,  Mont  Lawn,  through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  Louis  Klopsch.  We  wish  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  thank  him  and  his  able  assistants  at  the  Home, 
for  their  kindness  to  our  little  ones. 

Forty-seven  mothers  with  their  children  have  been  sent  on 
day  excursions  given  by  the  St.  John's  Guild  Floating  Hospital 
Association. 

Thirteen  mothers  with  their  children  have  been  sent  out  to 
the  Staten  Island  Sea-Side  Hospital,  and  have  been  cared  for 
during  the  summer,  also,  through  the  agency  of  the  St.  John's 
Guild,  whom  we  also  wish  to  thank  for  their  kindness. 

We  close  this  report  asking  our  patrons  and  friends  to  stand 
by  us  in  the  noble  work  which  God  has  inspired  them  to  assist 
and  help  in  the  most  efficacious  way  to  make  this  world  better, 
filling  it  with  men  and  women,  snatched  in  their  childhood  from 
the  burning  dross  of  neglect,  poverty  and  misery,  which  event- 
ually lead  to  sin  and  crime  ;  by  aiding  them  in  their  helpless 
childhood,  supplying  their  moral  wants  and  thus  effectually  fit 
them  to  attain  the  end  for  which  the  Lord  has  put  them  here 
in  this  blessed  country.

Three  hundred  and  thirty-five  children  and  21  adults  have 
been  successfully  treated  by  Dr.  E,  F.  Hofmann  for  various 
ailments  and  diseases.  Medicine  on  most  all  occasions  has  been 
supplied  by  the  doctor,  some  things  for  extraordinary  occasions 
had  to  be  purchased  outside. 

Our  children  are  all  vaccinated  at  the  Dispensary  and  cer- 
tificates of  such  vaccination  are  furnished  to  them  when  they 
are  read}'  for  public  school. 

We  cannot  sufficiently  thank  Horlick's  Food  Company, 
of  Racine;  Just's  Food  Company,  of  Syracuse;  Hudson  Chemical 
Company,  of  New  York  City,  and  Reed  &  Carnrick,  of  this  city, 
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for  the   liberal   supply  of  their  respective   foods   and   malted 
milk  which  they  have  sent  to  us. 

Many  poor  little  ones  in  our  district  had  their  lives  saved 
during  the  extreme  heat  of  last  summer  by  having  these  stimu- 
lating and  life-building  foods  tendered  to  them. 

We  also  heartily  thank  Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne,  of  this  city, 
for  a  liberal  supplj'  of  their  soothing  emulsion,  to  Messrs.  Henry 
K.  Wampole  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  we  are  also  thankful  for  a 
generous  supply  of  their  prepared  cod-liver  oil.  Equipped  as 
we  have  been  by  the  abundant  supply  of  these  life-giving  and 
preserving  antidotes  against  the  ravages  of  sickness,  the 
state  of  health  among  our  children  has  been  during  the 
year,  and  is  at  present,  in  an  excellent  condition.  Our  thanks 
are  also  due  to  the  unremitting  zeal  of  our  good  Doctor,  many 
will  continue  to  couple  his  name  with  their  complete  deliver- 
ance from  the  diseases  with  which  the  poorly  housed  and  poor- 
ly clad  are  so  commonly  afflicted.

The  object  of  this  institution  is  to  create  in  the  hearts  of  the  chih.Ueu 
a  genuine  love  for  Morality  and  Religion  in  the  widest  sense  of  the  word. 

II. 

This  institution  guarantees  the  wholly  unsectarian  character  of  its 
Avorb. 

III. 

The  School  will  be  made  attractive  to  the  children,  so  as  to  secure 
and  to  maintain  their  attendance.  Their  hearts  and  minds  will  be  culti- 
vated in  a  manner  suited  to  their  age.  Every  facility  will  also  be  afforded 
them  for  healthful  recroation. 

The  school  is  intended  for  boys  and  girls. 

V. 

The  age  at  which  children  maj'  be  admitted  is  from  3  to  7. 

VI. 

No  cliarge  of  any  kind  will  be  made,  and  no  remuneration  will  be 
received  from  those  who  partake  in  the  benefits  of  the  school. 

VII. 

The  children  will  be  provided  with  games,  amusements,  and  object 
lessons  suited  to  their  age  and  conditions,  and  calculated  to  accustom 
their  hearts  and  minds  to  habits  of  industry  and  studj'.

XIV. 
A  Dispensary,  conducted  by  Dr.  E.  F.  Ilofmaun ;  free  attendance  and 
free  medicine  to  children  attending  the  School  and  their  families;   open 

every  Tuesday  3  P.  M. 

XV. 
Every  week  day,  except  Saturday,  from  3  to  4  P.  M.,  the  School  Is 
thrown  open  to  children  who  formerly  attended  but  now  attend  public 
schools;  this  time  is  spent  in  singing  patriotic  and  religiou.s  hymns. 

XVI. 

The  School  is  open  all  the  year  round;  doors  open  7.30  A.  M. :  general 
dismissal  i  P.  M.:  dismissal  for  keep-overs  6.30  P.  M.
